REPORT 

Trustee Burns, chairman of the 
School Property committee, said his 
committe: had no report to give, but 
he had q matter that he wished to 
bring before the Board. Ho had bad 
@ call from on of the teachers ask- 
ing for colored paper, cardboard and 
Scissors and he understood other tea- 
chers wanted the same supplies for) 
the use of the pupils in thelr rooms. 
He bad met Mr, Walks, public school 
inspector on the street and bad in- 
quired of him whether this equip- 
ment was necessary. The Inspector 
had informed him that they were 
using it in most schools throughout 
the province in the primary depart- 
ments of the schools.

PONTIAG MICH. 


An Interesting Letter from Mr. W.H. 
Kirby, who “s on a Visit to the 
Great American Automobile 
City. 


The following letter was written 
for the Reformer by Mr. W. H. Kirby 
of this town, who is spending a few 
week's holidays with his son in Pon- 
tiac, Mich. It will be read with in- 
terest no doubt by many of the work 
Mr. Kirby bas 
promised another letter for odt next 
issue 

“Gontemplating a trip for some 
back, we left Oshawa on the 
early morning train of the 14th, it 
being the starting day of the G. T.R 
excursions to points in the west. We 
reached Detroit about two hours Ist 
er than sch dule time. Here we were 
met by our son, Will, with his auto, 
and were soon flying out towards 
Pontiac, through a heavy rain, which 
we reached about dark. One and a 
quarter inches of water was stated to 
have ‘allen in about one hour. 

Pontiac is a nice little city of about 
15,800 population, ‘The surface of the 
ground is yery undulating and fhe 
soll being of # light sandy naffire 
there is very little mud when it ri 
The city is well covered with shade 
trees, some of them of such size as 
to indicate their being the remaing 
of the primeval forest, The-principal 
streets are wide and paved. It is 
about twenty.five miles northwest 
of Detroit, connected therewith: by 
G. T. R. and Radial Railway cars, 
both ways every half hour, A couple 
of other R. R. lines run in here also 

Pontiac is noted for its automo- 
bile industries, several of which turn 
Out the finished product, while other: 
are engaged in the manufacturing of 
Suto parts, such as bodies, springs, 
drop forgings, motors, gears, cast- 
ings anf tops. Here are made the 
famous Oakland cars, the friction 
drive Carter car, and the Rapid Mo- 
tor truck, All of these being General 
Motor Gompany's product.

They are then ready for 
the frames, which are also worked to 
exact ize and dipped in paint before 
being panelled. All the prominent 
manufacturers in the U. S. have for- 
saken the wooden bodies for either 
steel or aluminum. It can be readily 
seen what an advantage this is, thero 
is none of the slow bending and glue 
ing process such as were necessary 
with wooden bodies, also making &
